NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Nearly 
1.000.000 
foreign-born 
laborers 
have left the United States for Eu­ 
rope since the armistice was signed 
and 1,000,000 more will depart as 
soon as passport regulations are 
made less strict according 
to 
a 
statement issued here by The In­ 
ter-Racial Council of which Gener­ 
al Coleman du Pont is chairman. 
Tens of thousands of aliens are 
reported to be giving up their jobs 
preparatory to returning to their 
home lands, it was said, and many 
of these "as the result of racial pre­ 
judices will take back with them 
stories about America which will 
make this country less attractive to 
i immigrants". 
"The independence that has been 
granted the countries of Europe", 
it was stated, "and the fact that 
30.000.000 persons, women, large­ 
ly, are drawing aid from their gov­ 
ernments in the form of pensions, 
are factors which detract from the 
incentive heretofore evicting for for­ 
eigners to seek their fortunes in the 
United States." 
A nationwide 
education 
move­ 
ment among 30 nationalities in this 
country, having for its purpose 
the endeavor to "adjust tho for­ 
eign born to American life", has 
been undertaken by the council 
which has held numerous confer­ 
ences with leading representatives 
of each race. More than 400 indus­ 
trial and financial organisations of 
the country ars said to be Interest­ 
ed In the council which advocates 
"a liberal attitude on tho part of 
the public toward immigration" as 
a result of tho reported unskilled 
labor shortage.
